the real question in the case was whether the 
vesting order operated to transfer the: legal 
ownership in the bank balances from the 
Rathmines Urban Council to the Electricity 
Supply Board, and referred to the authority 
of Foley and Hill on the relations of banker 
and customer, with the object of showing 
that where balances were credit. balances the 
banker was debtor to the customer, and that. 
therefore, the balances were moneys coming 
within the meaning of Section 39, Sub-section 
4, of the Electricity Supply Act, 1927, which 
provided for the transfer of assets and liabili- 
ties to the Electricity Supply Board on the 
date of the vesting order. If, on the other 
hand, the balances were in the hands of the 
banker as a treasurer or agent to the Urban 
Council, then they were assets actually in the 
possession of the Urban Council. which would 
be equally transferable to the Electricity 
Supply Board. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Do you 
argue on the basis of both points? 
Mr. Overeund—The point that the treasurer 
is merely agent has not been pleaded, so far 
as I know; in fact, the defence is inconsis- 
tent with it; but if it arises, that is my 
answer to it. I rely on the section both ways. 

NET SURPLUS INCOME. 

Coming to the defence, Mr. Overend dealt 
at some length with the paragraph in it 
which stated that, by ~ection 52 of the Ele 
tric Lighting Orders Confirmation (No. 3) 
Act, 1896, it was provided, inter alia, 
that ‘‘The undertakers shall carry the 
net surplus remaining in any year, and 
the annual proceeds of the reserve fund 
when amounting to the prescribed limit. to 
the credit of the loca] rates, as defined bv 
the principal Act; or, at their option, shall 
apply such surplus or any part thereof to the 
improvement of the district for which they 
are local authority or in reduction of the 
capital moneys borrowed for electricity pur- 
poses, provided always that if the surplus in 
uny year exceeds £5 per cent. per annum 
upon the aggregate undertaking, undertakers 
shall make such a rateable reduction in the 
charge for the supply of energy as in their 
judgment would reduce the surplus to that 
maximum rate of profit.” That section, in 
order to operate, he continued, required that 
there should be three things: first of al] there 
must be undertakers in respect of the under- 
taking; secondly, a net surplus remaining in 
any year—— 


PROVISIONS “ SUPERSEDED,” 

Mr. Justice Johnston—At what period is 
the net surplus ascertained ? 

Mr. Overend—It can only be ascertained at. 
the end of the financial vear on the 3lst 
March, and if you find you have undertakers, 
and if you find you have a net surplus re- 
maining at the end of the year, then the 
section provides that they shall do one of 
three things: either they shall carry it to the 
credit of the local rate, or, at their option, 
thev shall apply such surplus, or any part of 
it. to the improvement of the district; or, 
again at their option, shall apply it in reduc- 
tion of capital moneys borrowed for electrical 
purposes; but no matter which one of the 
three things they do, it must be done by the 
act of the undertakers—there must be a 
resolution for carrying 't to the credit of the 
local rate, or determining it to apply it in 
improvement, or in the reduction of capital. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—You say it Js no 
statutorily applicable to any particular 

r ? 

Sal Geenld-oNe, my lord. There must 
be an act on the part of the undertakers. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Is there any virtue 
word remaiming - mer 
foe Recend-There is, I think. I she} 
argue to your lordship that it is im possible 
until the end of a financial: year to have 
anything in the nature of a surplus. Until 
the end of the financial year of the local 
body any balance that happens to be in bank 
is subject to increase by lodgment and to 
decrease by payments out. ‘Therefore it is 
fluctuating from day to day, and a surplus, 
especially in a section. like this, can only be 
ascertained by closing your accounts at the 
end of the financial year. ——. 

Counsel added that the plaintiffs said that

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he did not 
quite understand the meaning of the word 
superseded in that paragraph. 


POSITION OF OTHER UNDER- 
TAKINGS. 

Mr, Overend said that he would submit 
that there were two views of the state of ie 
law, either that the Statutory provisions re 
lating to the Rathmines undertaking were 
impliedly repealed by the operation of the 
Electricity Supply Act of 1927, or that the 
subject matter on which the Section of the 
1896 Act could operate was taken away, ‘and 
that the Statute became inoperative because 
it had nothing to operate on. 

He passed on to the service of notice of 
acquisition on the Rathmines Urban Council, 
and said that. the moment notice of acquisi- 
tion was served the Council ceased to be 
undertakers; their old Statutory powers were 
taken away, and they were expressly given 
only such power as was necessary to enable 
them to carry on until the date of the vest 
ing order, when the whole of their assets 
and liabilities in respect of the undertaking 
passed to the Electricity Supply Board. 

Mr. Justice Johnston shed was aify point 
involved as between the Electricity Supply 
Bogrd and any other municipal body in the 
Free State. 

Mr. Overend—I do not know whether it 
has actually arisen or not. I know some 
point arose in Kingstown, but I cannot say if 
it is the same point. 

Mr. Dickie—The ones that were not 
making a profit do not arise at all. 

HOW ACT GOT THROUGH, 

Mr. Overend read various sections of the 
Electricity Supply Act, 1927, showing the 
powers veatiad in the Electricity Supply 
Board under the Act, and said that the whole 
scheme of the legislation in the 1927 Act 
was entirely inconsistent with the continuance 
of these former statutory provisions after the 
date of the vesting order. The Legislature 
had conferred on the Electricity Supply 
Board in certain respects powers almost as 
great as the powers of the Legislature itself. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Was this Act dis- 
cussed in all its details in the Dail, or did it 
slip through containing all these enormous 
powers without being so discussed : 

Mr. Overend--1 could not answer that 
question off-hand. Your lordship. will re- 
member there was a very protracted dis- 
cussion on the Shannon Act. 

Mr. Denning—And I think this. bill was 
brought in and a statement was made that 
they could not work the Shannon Act with- 
out it, and it went through. i 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that his question 
arose oul of curiosity. He had no recollection 
of these things being discussed in the Dail. 
At all events, they should have been. dis- 
cussed as affecting every local body .in Ire- 
land. He was not to be taken in any way 
as criticising the propriety of the provisions: 
he only said that they. were provisions of a 
far-reaching character that required great 
consideration and discussion, and he had no 
doubt that they got it. 

Mr. Overend, in conclusion, submitted that 
the plaintiffs were entitled to the declaration 
which they. asked. 

Mr. B. 8. Sands, manager of the Rathmines 
Branch of the National Bank, I4d., having 
been examined, the case for the plaintiffs

CONTINUANCE OF UNDERTAKING. 

Mr. Denning, opening the case for the 
Rathmines Council, mentioned that most of 
the consumers were ratepayers, but not all 
of the ratepayers were consamers, so that the 
Council. represented two separate seis of 
people; namely, ratepayers, and also people 
who were partly consumers and partly rate- 
payers. 

It had heen suggested that the undertaking 
authorised by the Act of 1896: had ceased 
to be an undertaking at all—that there was 
nothing to operate upon. He submitted that 
that was inconsistent with the Electricity 
Supply Act of 1927, the whole scheme of 
which was to preserve the undertaking. 

That the undertaking was still continued 
was borne out by Section 42 dealing with the 
area. The Board were given power not only 
to constitute themselves as the new 
undertakers, but to constitute any body 
other than the original undertakers as the 
new undertakers. That was inconsistent with 
the scheme which counsel on the other side 
attributed to the Legislature—namely, the 
scheme to do away with separate under- 
takings and make the Board virtually the 
undertaker for the whole of Saorstat Eireann, 
The Board. only. placed. themselves in the 
same position as any other person who had 
been ge ór Age 

Mr. Justice Johnston—They became the 
alter ego ef the Rathmines Council, 


Mr. Denning—Yet the undertaking con- 


tinued. 
‘DRASTIC POWERS.” 

Counsel, dealing with what he described as 
the drastic powers conferred on this Board, 
said that, if they wanted to deprive the 
ratepayers of Rathmines of their moneys, 1t 
ought to be stated clearly and definitely that 
the transfer was to take place, and that the 
original provisions of the Act of 1896 with 
regard to how these moneys were applied 
were abolished. - 

Mr. Justice Johnston~You are arguing 
that the money, if taken over, should be 
taken over with a trust in favour of the 
ratepayers of Rathmines? 

Mr. Denning—Yes, exactly. 

Dealing with another branch of the case, 

counsel said that with regard to the sum of 
£4,000 standing to credit on the deposit 
account it was a matter of indifference to 
the Commissioners what became of that 
amount, provided that they were indemnified 
against any claims by the depositors. The 
vesting order was, he said, inconsistent with 
the provisions of Sub-section 6 of Section 39 
of the Act of 1927. 
. Mr.. W. E. Crawford, accountant to the 
Rathmines Urban (District Council], was 
examined regarding tbe accounts of the 
electricity undertaking of that body. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day. . 


LEGACY OR GIFT? 


APPEAL AGAINST ORDER FOR 
ACCOUNT, . 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICF 
“MURNAGHAN.) 

The defendants in the case of the Revenue 
Commissioners against James Shirley and 
Mary Brown appealed from the entire order 
made by Mr. Tusa O'Byrne directing that 
within two months from the date of the 
order the defendants should deliver an 
account upon oath of all sums paid or pay- 
able to James Shirley in respect of the legacy 

bequeathed to him by the will of James 
Brown, and that both James Shirley and 
Mary Brown should pay to the Revenue 
Commissioners their costs of the motion. 

The defendants and appellants now sought 
to have the order reversed, with costs. 

MANAGEMENT OF FARM, 

The proceedings in the case arose out of a 

rovision or direction in the will of the 
1usband of the defendant Mrs. Mary Brown, 
of Slyguff; Co. Carlow, farmer, deceased, 
which was as follows :—‘‘] desire that Mr. 
James Shirley; of Clowater, Co. Carlow (the 
second defendant), shall assist my said wife 
in the management and working of my 
property during her life or as long as she 
retains any interest therein, and, in 
recognition of such services, I direct that 
mv said wife shall pay to him an annuity of 
£50, the first payment to’ be made at the 
expiration of twelve months from my 
decease ; but such annuity shall only be pay- 
able so long as the said James Shirley shal! 
act as aforesaid.”’ 

The testator had given several legacies 
bv his will, including a legacy of £2,000 to 
his wife. He gave the residue of his 
property, including his farm of land, to his 
wife, and appointed her and Mr 
executors. 

In his judgment,: Mr. Justice O'Byrne. had 
stated that, to his mind, it was clear that 
the testator intended that, in the event of 
the services being rendered; Mr, Shirley 
would be entitled to have £50: per annum 
paid to him out of the estate, so long as he 
continued to render such services. That, in 
his opinion,, was clearly: a legacy, and, accord. 
ingly, Mr; Shirley was bound to furnish the

DIRECTION IN WILL. - 

The main question in the case apparently 
was .whether the direction or provision in 
the will was a legacy given to Mr. Shirley, 
= liable to the payment of legacy duty as 
such, 

Mr, Russell, in support of the appeal, con- 
tended that. this was not a gift out of the 
deceased. man’s estate; nor. was it payable 
out of it at all. It was simply a direction in 
the deceased man’s will to pay the sum 


ise meruit. 


Shirley ' 


The estate was not liable 
or the payment at all. It was not a legacy, 
and, therefore, it was not liable to payment 
of legacy duty. 

The arguments having concluded, 

The Court, by a majority (Mr, Justice 
FitzGibbon dissenting), dismissed the appeal 
with costs. 

The Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Mur- 
naghan held that the provision or direction 
was a legacy, and Mr. Justice FitzGibbon 
held’ that it was not. 


SEDUCTION CASE, 


AN APPEAL DISMISSED, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE Ns. ; 

An appeal from. the County Cork Circuit 
Court in a case of Shine against Archdeacon 
was dismissed, and the court granted a ce"t!- 
ficate to Counsel for the plaintiff to enable 
him to appeal to the Supreme Court against 
their judgment. = iB 

At the hearing in the Cirevit Court at 
Mallow in November, 1928, Patrick Shine, 
Gurtabeeboy, Boherbue, claimed £500 
damages from James Archdeacon, Clongeel, 
Newmarket, for the alleged seduction of his 
daughter. The Circuit Court Judge decided 
in favour of the defendant, on the ground 
that the plaintiff failed to prove loss ot 
service; and the plaintiff appealed against 
that order, which was confirmed, with costs, 
by the High Court. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy (instructed by Mr, J.

BALLINA APPEAL ALLOWED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUCTICE MEREDITH AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The defendant in the case of Miss Mary 
Richardson, Carrocastle, acainst Mrs, Eliza- 
beth Semple, a widow, living at Main street, 
Charlestown, appealed from a decision of Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Wyse Power at Ballina, in 
July, 1927, giving:a decree for possession 
against her in respect of a house, store and 
plot of ground in Charlestown. The grounds 
of appeal were that the Circuit Court Jude 
misdirected. himself in law, and that his deci- 

sion was against the weicht of evidence. . 

Mr. Micks (instructed by Mr. P. O’Connor), 
for the anvpellant,- said that the real onues- 
tion in the case was that of greater hardship. 
Since the Circuit Court proceedings -his client. 
had died, but a representation to her had 
been established. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—The proceédings no 
longer affect her now in view of that event. 

Mr, Micks—No; and the only real point 
in the case is the question of costs,

PRESIGENT’S ADDRESS,

Governments in other conntries lad realised 
the great possibilities of the tourist industry, 
ah-l had set up special departments for its 
development. Such an industry, he said, 
ought to be sétiérously subsidised atid Silp- 
ported by the Government here. 

INDUSTRIAL POSSiBitiTies. 

“We hépe in the near future.’ he con- 
tinued, “to get tangible prodf of their 
svitipathy atid appreciation; fot éhly with 
regard to a stibsidy; but also in tegard to 
the provision of better facilities in better 
sarrountlings fer the cárfyilhg oil of our work. 

he country has, láin fallow for centuries 
from an itidistrial point of view. We have 
not bégun evéh to taste the industrial possi- 
bilities of this tountty. Whe people chine 
here they #jll see these possibilities. Whéti 
Mi. Heniv Fotd began seriously to considlée 
the setting tip of his factory here one of the 
factors that infltene@d hiih was the wondérfil 
dlertriess dtid adlapitabilite of the Irish boy 
and girl. He needed thousatids and thou: 
sands of intelligent workers. ard hé coitild 
find them in this country. That was One of 
the things which. influenced him. I saw in 
his works itt Cork apprentices who had bdiily 
come in during the past twelve months 
handling the most intricate machinery. Thev 
were not stientificilly trained mechanics, - 

“In the Kilkenny Woodworks a manager 
said to me that in his experioneé of forty 
yeats he had had boys and gitls of almost 
every matitiiacturing: country through his 
hands, and thé Trish boy of git! éasily out 
stepped fhiein all. There is sométhitig wrong 
when wé dre not detiving thé full benefit 
from these natural gifts tliat we have here. 
Soinething ought to be dote to bring out 
these gifts that we have lh out pésple. Otr 
limitations lle in finance, but there aie other 
directions jn which steps ought to be taken. 

THE IMMEDIATE NEED. 

“With iniptoveniéhts in  trinsport and 
other Aepartinents we might bring thousands 
moré ta this cotintry, but we do not wish to 
bring them here to be disappointed and to 
proclaim their disappointment to thelr 


‘friends. Our immediate need is to provide 


accommodation and sérvice. I am looking 
forward to the tithe of the Eucharistic Con- 
gress ih 1952, which will bring, not ten of 
twenty thousand people to Ireland, but pos- 
sibly a hundred or two hundred thousand. 
When otir Secretary was ih Amética he saw 
éverywhere indications of the 1932 invasion 
of Ireland. It will not be a matter of get- 
ting accommodation for people in Dublin, 
but of getting them ott of Dublin for the 
night for sleeping accommodation. I think 
that you will have to arrange for special 
trains within a radius of possible forty to 
sixty miles outside Dublin. If we carry 
through the Eucharistic Congress sticcessfully 
there need be no more talk about the accom- 
modution of hotels and the enterprise of 
hotel-keepers in Ireland. The report says 
that hotel-keepers are now showing more 
enterprise and rising to an understanding of 
the situation as they never did before, 

‘We see the necessity for establishing a 
bureau in New York and possibly in Chicago 
with representatives there to give first-hand 
information of the situation here as regards 
accommodation and transport. There is a 
‘huge field over there practically unexploited 
lor increasing the numbers which may be ex- 
pected to come to this country. That matter 
will éngage the attention of our board during 
the cOmitig year; money is the only bar, bul 
we are hoping for Government aid. This is 
going to be a bigger thing than the Shannon 
scheme for this country. We see here 4a 
way of bringing in atid adding to the wealth 
of this country millions every year without 
any imvestinent of capital.”’ 

The adoption of the report was seconded 
by Mr. Walter Baird. ' 

Mr. P. Crowley, Cork, pressed for the 
publication in the Press of the meetings 
of the executive committee, and said that the 
hotels should do more towards showing the 
excéllence of various specialities in different 
— such as Kerry mutton, Waterford 
fish. 

AMERICAN TRAVEL AGENCIES. 

Mr. George Harris, White Star Line, said 
that. he had visitéd durifig a recent trip to 
America and Canada 130 travel agenciés and 
a great many of the large banks that have 
opened travel agencies during the past few 
years. It was with these banks that the 
wéalthy class book their passages to Europe 
and London. He tried to get these beaks 
to include Ireland in their itinerary, and 
they had promised to do so. 

Mr. RK. F. Hassell, Cork, spoke of the 
building of a temporary structure for a hotel 
in Cork during the international exhibition 
there. Bomething of the kind was bound 
to happen in 1932. He suggested that hotel 
propfietors should form a company to erect 
siinilar hotels on any Waste ground in Dublin 
and Cork for that year. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

Mr. T. J. W. Kenny, Galway, was elected 
President for the coming year, proposed by 
Senator Kenny and seconded by Miss Breen, 
Killarney. 

The newly-elected President then took the 
chair vacated by Senator Kenny. The 
revenue from the tourist traffic, he said, had 
risen from £1,000,000 in 1926 to £3,000,000 
last year, and he hoped for a substantial 
increase in the near future. No money spent 
in any country could yield such an income or 
promise better for the future than £15,000 
spent in fostering the tourist industry. 
Tublic bodies h levied a tourist rate. 
Ninety per ceut. of the hotel proprietors 
had subscribed money, and it was their 
intention to ask for more during the coming 
ar. In the matter of advertising they 
fad nót found anything to yield better results 
than money spent in Press advertising, and 
they intended to make every use of publicity 
hrough the Press. 

. TRANSPORT MATTERS. 

In a discussion on transport arrangements 
Mr. Cross (Cork) referred to the want of 
money by local public bodies for the proper 
maintenance of roads. 

Mr. Brooke W. Brassier (Cork) said that 
the Government in a great many cases were 
obstructing facilities for the landing of motor 
cars in this country. He was receiving many 
con.plaints from tourists as to the difficulties 
that they had to encounter. The time was 
coming when the Government would be called 
upon to do more for the roads. in the country 

n what they were doing al present, He 
also referred to the winter traffic in the 
country, and said that he ho to see a 
reat de nt of that traffic. The faci- 
Fities for hunting and other forms of winter 
sport were t, but he thought that winter 
tourists could be attracted in much greater 
numbers.

a good, comfortable bed to sleep in, bud re 
yood bath whereby the human frame ¢ould 
be washed. (Laughter.) 

Other toutist eotvrtries benefited becatise 
they gave value for the tioney, atid he looked 
forward to the day when some of the seventy 
millions which was going annually into France 
and Switzerland from América would come to 
Ireland, and stay here. 

Sir Alfred pointed out that some of the 
best sport in the world was available in Ire- 
land. Concluding, he said that good accom- 
modation and transit facilities were essential, 
and when they had provided these they 
eottld look forward to a future in which tre: 
land would become a greater country than it 
was to-day. He coupled with the toast the 
name of Mr. MeGilligan, the Minister for Tn- 
dustry and Commerce, and the Minister for 
External Affairs. 


THE MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY. 

Mr. MeGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce and External Affairs in the Free 
State, responding, said that Sir Alfred Read 
had shown his faith in this country, and he 
had supplemented his faith by making a 
donation to the funds of the Irish Tourist 
Association. (Applause.) There would always 
be pessimists amongst them, but if there were 
people who criticised for the ptitpose of dis 
covering where fatilts were, só that the faults 
could he corrected, théy helped to create 
confidence. He had read the report that 
£3,000,000 had been brought into this country 
by the tourist traffic last year. They were 
not going to inquire how that money was 
spent, and they would not send out their 
reventié officials to get part of it. (Laughter.) 
He found that public moneys—moneys voted 
by the local authorities—loomed largely in 
the accotints of the Association, as compared 
with the moneys subscribed by those who 
derived thé greatest benefit from the 
3,000,000 brought into the country by 
tourists and spent there. The Irish Tourist 
Association liad a great future. He thought 
the greatest work that had yet to be done 
was to instil a spirit of confidence with 
regard to the prospécts of the country and 
the State. 

Sir Alfred Read had réferred to the sporting 
amenities of the country, “They knew that 
they had the sporting facilities, and they 
knew that they had hotels that could com- 
pare with any others. They had that fire 
hotel that had risen pharnix-like from its 
ashes, and there were’ others like it. 


THE DIGCONTENTED VISITOR, 


‘But,’ said Mr. MeGilligan, “do we 
eater for the pleasure that is to be got out 
of a visit to this country’ 1 assume that 
the Tourist Association aims at ós the 
standard of pleasure to what the ordinary 
American tourist looks for when he comes to 
any country in Europe. There are gn 
abundance of things to induce people to come 
to this country, but there are people who do 
not realise that one discontented visitor 
could negative the results of the best advertis- 
ing campaign. (Hear, hear.) How many 
visitors have left this country discontented 
in the past two or three years! Whatever 
reason there may have been for compleints 
in the past there is less reason now,” 

He took it that the Tourist Association did 
its best to inspire confidence in the country, 
because they knew that discontented visitors 
could undo all the good effect of advertising, 
and that it would be a suicidal policy to 
invite people to come and then not to be 
prepared to receive them properly. The 
should have no pessimism about Ireland. 
They had heen too much addicted to de- 
picting Ireland as an old woman, devoid of 
allurement. He was glad to see that that 
was changed to the ideal of a hospitable, fair 
Ireland—‘‘Ireland of the — welcomes.”’ 
(Applause.) Me would ask those who 
benefited most by the efforts of the Tourist 
Association to respond to whateyer appeal 
was made to them by the Association, If 
they did, the Government would not be

CORK, Tuesday. 

A special meeting of ‘lie Cork Corporation 
was held to-night to consider a motion ol 
CUiinicilic? John Horgan in fegard to tlle 
i060 for curtailing the City Manager s powers 
The Lord Mayor presided, fhe motion 
read :— 

“That, pursuant to Section 8 of the Cork 
City Management Act of 1929, application be 
made to the Minister for an ordei transfer- 
ring from the City Manager to the Council 
the following powers: us 

“1— The power to direct or prohibit any 
sale of lease of anv freehold or leasehold pro 
perty of the Corporation. 

“ 9. Power to decide whether any specified 
houses built by the Corporation pursuant to 
the Housing of the Working Classes Acts 
shall be let on weekly or other tenancies, or 
shall be sold on the hire purchase system, 
or otherwise provided that this power shall 


chase instalments payable. 

“ 3. Power to Order any new works to be 
carried out by the Corporation, and to pro- 
hibit the carrying out of any works proposed 
by the City Manager. 

““ 4. Power to decide upon the methods by 
which the supply of water, light and other 
public services for the city are to be pro: 
vided; but provided that. this power shall not 
extend to the isstiing of tenders, making of 
contracts, employing or dismissing of officials 
or workmen, or hxing prices or wages. 

“ 5. Power to control and direct the Town 
Clerk and City Solicitor in all matters re. 
lating to the reserved functions of the Council 
or to matters of procedure.” 

After a lengthy discussion the motion was 
adopted by fifteen votes to four, the Business 
Party members comprising the minority. The 
méeting also decided to ask the Free State 
Minister for Local Government to come to 
Cork for a conference on the whole subject.

“MILLIONS OF GOOD-WIiLL.”’ 

Proposing the teast of “ The Irish Tourist 
Association,” Mr C. McGloughhn, Chairman 
of the Dublin Port and Docks Board, coupled 
with the toast the name of its President, Mr. 
Kenny. The Asscciation was built up as 
somnething to bring millions to this country, 
but he would like to look at it as an Associa- 
tion to bring millions of good-will to lreland, 
aid to send millions of good-will out of it. 
Money did not count for everything. He 
looked upon it as an international as well as 
a national Association. He thought that the 
people of Ireland should learn to know their 
own country, for it was the most beautiful 
in the world. 

THE PRESIDENT. 

Mr. T. J. W. Kenny, the President of the 
Association, replymg, spoke of the public 
bodies that the Association had behind 1, 
and said that the hotel proprietors and th: 
transport organisations had stood by it very 
well. It was amazing what speed they could 
get up sometimes. There was no agricultural 
eountry in the world with resources so 
limited as those of Ireland, but 
there had not been so mach progress 
in hotel develoyment in any country 
as there had been in theirs in the last three 
véars. (Cheers.) There was ne inn in the 
world, he declared, so hospitable as their 
own Irish inns, 

The Association had claimed fó have 
brought into Treland last year three million 
pounds, and this figure was arrived at by 
taking an average of £20 for each yisitor, 
which he thought was conclusive. Visitors 
with whom he had spoken had nothing but 
food to sav about the Irish hotels. He paid 
a tribute to the staff of the Association, 
organised by Mr. O’Brien, iis Secretary. 

Senator T. W. Kenny, Vice-Chairman of 
the Senate, said that the ratepayers had to 
bear the burden of the upkeep of the Asso- 
ciation, and he tnought that the Government, 
on the representation of the taxpayers, 
should aid it and supplement the funds of 
the Association. 

“ STUPID LEGISLATION,”’ 

Mr. Tomkins, President of the Bolfast and 
North of Treland Hotel Proprietors’ Associa.

The Tourist Association can do little to 
remedy this condition of affairs; the solu- 
tion lies in the hands of the hotel-keepers, 
Last season we heard countless complaints 
of over-charging and general inefficiency. 
Our Irish hotel-keepers are far too prone 
to adopt a “take it or leave it ” attitude 
towards their guests, and legitimate pro- 
tests are regarded as insults. "very hotel 
proprietor ought to spend at least a month 
in Switzerland or Germany, where the 
humblest inn is conducted in a business- 
like manner. Then, perhaps, the work of 
the Tourist Association would have its due 
reward. In the meanwhile prices should 
be reduced, catering should be improved, 
and some attempt sliould be made to pro- 
vide entertainment. The need is urgent 
and the cause is good.

Locusts in Egypt. 


The land of plagues is menaced again. 
Great swarms of locusts are converging 
upon Egypt from = Palestine and the 
Suden. . The fields upon which they have 
alighted in their journeying are marked 
by blight and barrenness; for, even as 
the army of Xerxes “ ate bare” the 
towns through which it passed, so these 
voracious in: -‘s strip the fields. They 
travel in swarms twelve miles long, 
darkening the air; and their casualties, 
where man has opposed them, are 
measured by tons. Realisiz. that this 
invasion can blight Egypt’s prosperity 
for a long time, the Government is taking 
elaborate prec: ations to stem its advance. 
A sum of £50,000 has been voted for 
defence measures, and the corvée, or com- 
pulsory labour system, which permits 
provincial governors to enrol as many men 
as they please in order to fight the plague, 
has been reinstituted after an interval of 
forty years. A desperate army of 75,000 
men is working in Transjordan by day 
and night. The Government has sent 140 
liquid-fire machines and 200 tons of liquid 
poison to the Suez Canal zone around 
Ismailia; yet stronger measures are 
demanded. So many are the insects, 
indeed, that all Egypt’s resources will be 
required to cope with them, If the 
swarms are not diverted by the pre- 
cautions which have been taken already, 
every available man must desert his 
occupation and join in the reristance. 
Modern engines of destruction have done 
much to lessen this menace, which is 
said to be, next to floods, the main agent 
of depredation in the Middle East. Iraq 
virtually has delivered herself from 
locusts. It behoves the Government of 
Egypt, when the plague is past, to ensure 
b> vigorous campaigning that it shall not 
recur,

M. Briand returned to London to-dav 
with the formula which he took over to 
Paris for the consideration of his Govern. 
ment. He had a meeting with the Prin 

Minister at the House of Commons in the 
course of the evening, and, though it is 
not known definitely what transpired, \. 
sriand is understood to have said that his 
Government were ready to make naval 
sacrifices if Italy would do the same. If 
Italy declines to move, it is thought that 
France will sit tight and leave Great 
Britain, the United States and Japan to 
proceed with the three-Power pact, in the 
hope that, with Italy, France may be able 
to enter it later on. M. Briand has 
returned from Paris with authority froin 
M. Tardieu and his Cabinet to negotiat 
any agreement which accords 
France’s desire for security.

other factories for the use of by-products. 
Once the abattoir is under way it may bo 
found possible to organise a series of shops 
for the sale of guaranteed British beef 
throughout the country.

Gruesome descriptions of the persecu- 
tion of Christian believers in Russia are 
contained in letters published in this 
week's The Life of Fatth. 

The editor states that the letters are 
“from a reliable correspondent in Ger- 
many—an English lady with whom we are 
personally acquainted,’’ and they are pub- 
lished “in the hope that the Christian 
public in England may be made 
acquainted with the situation which at 
present prevails in Russia.”’ 

The letters were written by German 
Colonists. A communication from the 
Crimea states:—‘‘ We are almost in 
despair. Things are too awful—people 
are being turned out into the streets one 
after the other without a piece «f bread 
or any extra covering. Thousands are in 
prison. Gold-filled teeth are dregged from 
the ‘mouths even of those who are still 
regarded as citizens and that, not by 
doctors, but by herd boys with pincers.”’ 


“THE CHURCHES ARE OPEN.” 

‘In our district,” writes a correspon- 
dent from Samara, “ a company of five 
hundred persons, Roman Catholics, were 
driven into a church and there frozen to 
death in forty degrees of cold.’’ 

A description of the conditions in the 
Ukrane reads: “ The happenings here are 
absolutely barbarous. Everyone who will 
not join the collective farms is regarded 
as an enemy and maltreated in the most 
cruel manner. During the night people 
are attacked, ropes are fastened round 
their necks and then they are compelled 
to run behind carts until they are pre- 
pared to promise whatever is demanded 
of them. In Meshewaja many 
driven out of the houses almost naked. 

‘Those who were seized in Moscow 
have been cruelly ill-treated, beaten, 
steamed, and so on. We are living here 
now without employment, for no one may 
take us on. One can only buy bread by 
means of bread-cards, We have none, but 
some who do not need all their bread 
share with us out of pity. We are only 
waiting until the Government allows us 
to leave and hope that Germany will 
receive us.” 


TORTURE AND IMPRISONMENT. 

A letter written from prison states :— 
“One of the guards struck me so severely 
on the back with his sword that I almost 
fell down, and then twice with his fist. 
After that two friends took me under the 
arms so that I could get along. There 
are twenty-four of us almost naked,” 

Another correspondent from the 
Crimea writes:—‘‘ If this goes on much 
longer we are all lost. People are in 
despair. Many. are going mad and many 
seek death. The happenings are so 
utterly against every human right and 
feeling. hy

ELECTRIC MACHINE-GUN 
UTILISED.

HELSINGFORS, Tuesday. 

A dreadful story of conditions in Soviet 
Russia, related by a person who has just 
returned thence, is published in the 
evening papers. The Cheka (secret 
police) “ terror ” has become, perhaps, 
more frightful than ever before. Officials 
systematically search houses in Leningrad 
for money and valuables and resort to 
cruel torture if the owner is suspected of 
hiding anything. 

A fiendish innovation is the erection of 
special leaden ‘* chambers,’’ which are 
heated to a temperature of over 170 
degrees. ‘‘ Suspects’’ are kept in them 
till they confess or become unconscious. 

So huge is the ever-growing number of 
persons ordered to be executed that the 
Chekist officials concerned say they can- 
not cope with it.. A new automatic 
machine gun, worked by pressing an 
electric button, has accordingly been 
introduced.

BOMBAY, Tuesday. 

Mahatma Gandhi made his latest and 
most determined effort to get himself 
arrested: at the village of Aat early this 
morning. The speech was infinitely the 
most violent since Mr. Gandhi left 
Ahmedabad. 

Mr. Gandhi said: ‘Resist the con- 
fiscation of salt from your grips with all 
your might till biood is i All women 
and children should also resist inter- 
ference. Let us see whether the police 
dare touch our women. If they do, and if 
the sons and daughters of India are not 
so emasculated as to take such an insult 
lying down, the whole country will be 
ablaze. 

“This is the first non-violent battle for 
India’s freedom. The name of Aat will 
be written in letters of gold in Indian 
history. Let every woman of India hold 
on to her lump of illicit salt, as she would 
to a fond child who is being wrenched 
from her by evildoers.”’ 


INVITING TRANSPORTATION. 

A fair interpretation of this amazing 
outburst is that Mr. Gandhi, disappointed 
at not being arrested under the penal 
clauses of the Salt Act, is determined to 
take a more serious step, and run his head 
into the noose of Section 124 of the Penal 
Code dealing with sedition. 

The maximum penalty under the Salt 
Act is six months’ imprisonment, whereas 
Section 124 of the Code provides for any- 
thing up to transportation for life. 

Not a single policeman was on the 
horizon at Aat this morning.

DIPLOMATIC TACTICS 
HIfTHERTO,

SIMLA, Tuesday. 

Reports from various 
country show that the Government action 
in dealing with ‘‘civil resisters’’ is re- 
ceiving the support of non-official opinion, 
which is less puzzled than uninformed 
opinion in England over the apparent 
inconsistency of the Government in deal- 
ing with offenders against the Salt Laws. 

Non-official opinion has recognised here 
for some time past that in the game now 
going on between the Government and 
the Independence group, the Government 
would be wise not to be tied too rigorously 
by academic considerations and would be 
well-advised to deal with the varying 
situations as they arise, in accordance 
both with Jocal conditions and the balance 
of advantages or disadvantages in pur- 
suing any particular course in .ny given 
case. 

The fundamental purpose of the Govern. 
ment, of course, is to suppress the civil 
disobedience movement as speedily and 
with as little disturbance as r ssible. 

MANY MEN: MANY METHODS. 

There are, it appears, several ways of 
dealing with technical breaches of the 
salt laws. One course is to regard them 
as part of a general movement hostile to 
the Government and to deal with thein 
under the Indian Criminal Code. Another 
way is to prosecute offenders under the 
Salt Act. A third course would be to 
make particular breaches of the law 
ineffective by seizing contraband salt and 
confiscating it. 

The chief point which responsible circles 
emphasise is that, when dealing with a 
movement so diverse in its elements and 
so varied in expression and intensity at 
different places, one method will be the 
most suitable in one area and another 
method in another area, and the balance 
of advantages and disadvantages of any 
particular course may differ in different 
places according to the local conditions 
and persons involved. 


ADVICE TO THE GOVERNMENT. 

Thus, well-informed opinion in India 
has strongly impressed on the Government 
the wisdom of the policy of leaving Gandhi 
alone as long as this can safely be done, 
and is not interpreted as an indication ol 
weakness on the part of the authorities. 
It is pointed out that precipitate action 
might give an artificial stimulus to the 
movement which its promoters are only 
too anxious to secure. 

The best justification of the Govern 
ment’s policy is that, though the move 
ment is already three days old and 
numerous arrests have been made, Indian 
political opinion outside Congress circles 
has not uttered a word of sympathy for 
the “ civil resisters."’

Firearms, bombs and attempted kid- 
napping were features of the polling to- 
day in the State primary election for a 
Republican senator for Tlinois. 

The contest has attracted attention 
throughout the United States, partly 
because it is the first major primary 
election of the 1930 campaign, and partly 
on account of the personality of the two 
candidates, who have waged a lively and 
spirited battle. 

Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCormick, daughter 
of Senator Marcus A. Hanna, end widow 
of Senator Medill McCormick, is the one 
candidate, and Senator Charles S. 
Deneen, who was appointed senator in 
February, 1925, to serve the unexpired 
term of Senator Medill McCormick on the 
latter’s death, and who was elected to the 
same office for the succeeding term, is the 
other. 

Both cundidates are opposed to the 
League of Nations and the World Court 
of Justice, but here their agreement ends. 
Mrs. McCormick, in her last election 
speeches, is reported to have said that 
her opponent, during his term in Con- 
gress, never made any speeches worth 
mentioning, while Senator Deneen is said 
to have retorted that this was better than 
talking too much, like Mrs. McCormick.

GREATER DUBLIN BILL.

Heavy programmes will await the Dail 
and the Senate when they meet to-day. 
It is probable, I hear, that, when the 
Committee stage of the Greater Dublin 
Bill is taken this week, half-a-dozen of the 
main principles of the bill will first. be 
decided. The bill then will be reprinted, 
and again submitted to the House on the 
Committee stage. 

The main principles, which first will be 
determined, are whether there should be 
provision in the bill for a “ Dun Laoghaire 
Borough Council’’ and a Northern Coastal 
Borough, and, if so, whether there is to 
be a Joint Services Boar. which will link 
up the boroughs with the city. It will be 
settled also what the size of the councils 
shall be; whether the proposal for a com- 
mercial register of voters shall remain in 
the bill, and in what form; and what the 
relations between the City Managers and 
the councils shall be. 

The Senate will consider to-day the 
report stages of the Agricultural Produce 
(Fresh Meat) Bill, the Military Services 
Pensions Bill, the State Lands (Work- 
houses) Bill, and the [legitimate Children 
(Affiliation Orders) Bill. 

When the second stage of the Shop 
Hours (Drapery Trades) Bill is passed 
Senator O’Farrell will move the suspen- 
sion of Standing Orders to enable the 
remaining stages of the bill to be taken 
immediately. 

Other business includes the ratification 
of a number of International Labour Office 
Conventions, and a motion by Senator 
McEllin to appoint a Joint Committee of 
the Senate and the Dail to investigate and 
report upon “the hardships inflicted on 
Irish workers consequent on the fact that 
they do not receive insurance benefits in 
the Saorstat in respect of contributions 
paid by them, and on their behalf, while 
employed in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland.’’

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes :—M. Briand returned to London 
yesterday, and his negotiations with Mr.

The declaration which 
has been drafted to define Great Britain's 
obligations under Article XVI. of the 
League Covenant has apparently been 
found satisfactory in Varis. ‘Jo what 
extent it fulfils the other essential con- 
dition—that it should not add to the re 
sponsibilities already assumed by Great 
Britain—is clearly quite impossible to 
judge until the text itself is open to 
examination. Nor is there any indication 
at present of the action which France 
would be prepared to take, supposing 
that Great Britain should share her satis 
faction with the formula. 

Public opinion in this country 1s 
instinctively averse from accepting any 
obligation which might commit it more 
deeply than it is already committed to 
active intervention in conflicts between 
other Powers, arising in the indefinite 
future, out of circumstances whit it can 
neither foresee nor control, How strong 
that aversion 1s and how widespread was 
shown by the abortive little debate which 
took place in the House of Commons on 
Monday evening. That debate was 
initiated, perhaps, without much fore- 
thought or sense of responsibility.

BLOWN OVERBOARD. 


From “ Tug Trves ” CoRnnEsPoNDENT, 
HIONG KONG, Tuesday. 

The Sepoy left harbour this morning h 
company with other ships for carrying out 
exercises, and at about 10 o'clock, white 
she was manoeuvring with depth charges, 
ene accidentally exploded at her sterr.

NOTE—The destfoyer; Sepoy, is of 1,075 
tors, and was completed in 1918 at 
Denny's, Dumbarton. Her complement 
is ninety-cight, and she is commanded by 
Lieutenant-Commander H.. FE. Reid. She 
is attached to the Eighth Flotilla (China 
Station), having been fe-commissioned at 
Hong Kong on October 1st last year. She 
is a Chatham ship, and her officers, in 
addition to the commander, include 
Lieutenant G. P. C. Ball and Sub- 
Lieutenant F. D. Brown. 

Depth charges are generally used in 
modern naval warfare against submarines. 
A high explosive is encased in a heavy 
cylindrical drum, and to this 1s attached 
a depth’ measure. This is set, and when 
the depth charge is dropped into the sea 
the measure regulates the depth of water 
at which the charge is to explode. There 
have been very few cases of depth charges 
exploding prematurely,

MARTIAL LAW IN

SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 

Martial law has been proclaimed in 
Kiukiang, and all shipments of goods 
have been suspended. Twenty-five foreign 
children are being sent from the hill 
station at Kuling to Hankow, owing to a 
report that Communists have seized the 
provincial capital, Nanchang. 

There has of late been increasing 
evidence of the growing lawlessness in 
provincial centres, and, although it is not 
especially directed against foreigners,. 
many Eutopeans have suffered already at 
the hands of the outlaws, Communists. 
disbanded soldiers or professional 
brigands, who are rivalling one another in 
thé savagery of their exploits. 

The trouble is not confined to any dis- 
trict, bat covers a wide area, including 
the provinces of Yunnan, Kiangsi and 
Kiangsu. Some of the band of 
marauders run into hundreds, and they 
have not only held towns and villages to 
ransom, but in some cases have ravaged, 
looted and burnt those where their de- 
mands did not meet with immediate satis- 
faction. The stories of persons being 
boiled in oil or burned like torches are too 
well substantiated to be any longer in 
doubt.

BRITISH MINISTER'S VISIT.

Mr. Cunningham, the applicant, said that 
some months ago he had taken the premises 
on lease, and there was an insurance of 
£5,000 on them. He described how on re- 
turning home on the Monday morning at 2 
o'clock he was told by a man that there was 
a fire. He saw smoke issuing from a loft, 
und turned a small hose on it. Later he 
found that there wére attempts made to 
light other fires, including one which was 
not discovered until the following week. 
Aecess to this last Scene of fire could only 
be gained by going on a step ladder through 
a trapdoor. 

William Baldwin said that he had been in 
bed on the Sunday alone in the house until 
six o'clock, when he got up and lighted a fire. 
Later in the night he héard a motor car come 
into the yard, and heard two men talking, 
but he did not hear what they said. After- 
wards he heard a noise in the hayshed. When 
he left the house for work before twelve 
o'clock his mother and sisters had not re 
turned, and everything was in order. Later 
he was rung up at work in the Electricity 
Works and informed that there was a fire. 
Clothes, his property, had been damaged by 
oil having been thrown over them and by 
the smoke. He kept a horse in the vard, and 
had taken hay through the house to feed it 
during the day. 

Judge Devitt described the case as one of 
the strangest he had ever heard. The facts 
raised a suspicion in his mind, because no 
sane man bent on mischief would have soaked 
blankets and lighted them and then closed 
the trapdoor to cut off the draught which 
would have eaused the fire: no sane man 
would have started a coal fire, which must 
have occupied a long time to light; no sané 
man would have tried-to set alight a mattress 
in @ room in which there was o chest of 
drawers filled with clothes, which would have 
made a great fire. The other incidents of 
the whole family leaving the place with the 
owner and not returning until two o'clock in 
the morning raised suspicions in his mind, 
and, these suspicions having been raised, he 
would have to dismiss the claims. He was 
rather inclined to the belief that the fire was 
the work of a creature menvally unbalanced.

FORTHCOMING VISIT TO

Pr. John R. Mott, Knight of the Legion of 
Honour, one of the most eminent leaders of 


American religions life, is to visit Grent 
Britain and Ireland in the present spring on 
the invitation of the Conference of Missionary 
Societies in Great Britain and Ireland, 

The arrangements for his visit are sup- 
yorted by the Archbishops of Canterbury and 
Vork, and other leaders of the Churches. In 
recognition of the distinguished place which 
he occupies in his own country the Lord 
Mayor of London is giving a welcome to Dr.

THE WATERFORD 
SCHOOLS BILL. 


GOVERNORS’ POWERS. 


A sitting of the Joint Committee of the 
Dail and Free State Senate was held at 
Leinster’ House, Dublin, yesterday, te con- 
sider the bill to extend the powers conterred 
by the Waterford aud Bishop Foy Endowed 
Schools Act, 1902, upon the governors of the 
schools, and to enable the Commissioners of 
(‘haritable Donations and HKequests to alter 
from time to time the provisions of the Act 
upon the application of the governors of the 
schools,

THE AMALGAMATION. 

Mr. Jellett said that there were originally 
four or five schools, all denominational Pro- 
testant schools, and in 1902. bw Act of 
Parhament, these were amalgamated into two 
schools—a primary school, known as the 
Mason and Lady Lane School. and a 
secondary school, known as the Bishop Fey 
School. The Bishop Koy School received 
grants and resulí fees from the Board of 
Intermediate Education. and the Mason 
School was inspected by the Commissioners 
of National Education and received grants 
from these Commissioners. About. 1908 there 
were between a hundred and a hundred and 
thirty pupils in the Mason School, and eduea- 
ticn was viven free there. In 1918 the Com. 
missioners of National Education proposed to 
amalgamate the Mason School with ihe 
Model School in Waterford. That proposal 
was not accepted by the governors. with the 
result that the (‘Commissioners removed the 
teachers from the Mason School to the Model 
School, and most of the pupils followed.

SCHOOLS BILL. 


GOVERNORS’ POWERS. 


A sitting of the Joint Committee of the 
Dail and Free State Senate was held at 
Leinster’ House, Dublin, yesterday, to con- 
sider the bill to extend the powers. conferred 
by the Waterford and Bishop Foy Endowed 
Schools Act, 1902, upon the governors of the 
schools, and to enable the Commissioners of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests to alter 
from time to time the provisions of the Act 
upon the application of the governors of the 
schools. 

The members of the Jotnt Committee 
present were :—Mr. Se Law, T.D., Chair- 
man; Mr. 8. Moore, T.D.; Mr. A. Cassidy, 
T.D.; and Senators O'Rourke, O’ Hanlon and

THE AMALGAMATION. 

Mr. Jellett said that there were originally 
four or five schools, all denominational Pro- 
testant schools, and in 1902, by Act of 
Parliament, these were amalgamated into two 
schools—a primary school, known as the 
Mason and Lady Lane School, and a 
secondary school, known as the Bishop Foy 
School. The Bishop Foy School received 
pus and result fees from the Board of 
ntermediate Education, and the Mason 
School was inspected by the Commissioners 
of National Education and received grants 
from these Commissioners. About 1908 there 
were between a hundred and a hundred and 
thirty pupils in the Mason School, and educa- 
tion was given free there. In 1918 the Com- 
missioners of National Education proposed to 
amalgamate the Mason School with ihe 
Model School in Waterford. That proposal 
was not accepted by the governors, with the 
result that the Commissioners removed the 
teachers from the Mason School to the Model 
School, and most of the pupils followed. 

THE MASON SCHOOL. 

The attendance at the Mason School fell 
below the average of twenty which was 
required for recognition by the Commissioners 
of National Education. Grants from public 
sources having ceased, the governors came to 
the conclusion that they would not be 
justified in giving in the Mason School pre- 
cisely the same class of education as could 
be got for nothing in the national schools. 
Accordingly, that education came to an end, 
and a lower department was established in 
the Foy School, by which it was intended 
that pupils should be prepared for the 
secondary school, with the probability that 
some of them would go on to the university. 

In February, 1920. Mr. Justice Powell 
made an order that they had no power to 
close the Mason School without substituting 
scine other school for it. |

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 


A SECRET DOOR, 


RAID ON “ WARDROBE” IN 
LICENSED PREMISES. 


“ aarti th 
ACCESS TO TENEMENT, 
——— 


(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN,) 

A secret door leading from off-licensed pre- 
mises, in Lower Oriel street, into a room of 
an adjoining tenement house, where twenty 
men were found, and admitted that they 
were there for drink, was mentioned in a 
licensing prosecution against the licensee, 
Mrs. Flood. 

The prosecution followed a police raid at 
12.25 p.m. on Sunday, 2nd February last, 
when about forty persons were found on the 
licensed premises or in the room of the tene- 


SECRET OF "“ WARDROBE.” 
Inspector McGloin gave evidence that, ac- 
companied by some Guards, he drove down 
Oriel street, in a motor car, and saw a man 
named Sullivan pacing up and down outside 
the door of the premises. The man made a 
dash for the door, but. was intercepted before 


| he got in. The Guards entered the house, 


and found some persons inside. 

There was every sign of recent drinking on 
the premises—tumblers containing the remains 
of porter, etc. A Miss Cullen, who was 
formerly the licensee, was inside the bar. 

Upstairs the witness found what appeared 
to be a wardrobe, with a secret door at the 
back, which gave access to a 100m in the 
adjoining tenement. Entering the room he 
found twenty men kneeling on the floor, Ad- 
mittedly these men went there for drink. 

Mrs. Flood said that she was at Mass in 
Marlborough street Church at the time, and 
knew nothing of what had taken plate in her 
absence. She used the wardrobe referred to. 
but did not know that there was a secret 
door at the back of it. 

In reply to Mr. Cussen, she said that she 
did not know that the secret door was there. 
and could not say if it had been put there 
for the particular occasion. 

FORMER LICENSEES. 

Replying to Mr. Clarke (Chief State Solici 
tor’s Oftice), who prosecuted, she said that 
Miss Cullen, the previous heensee, and Sulli 
van, also a previous licensee, had got the 
only beneficial interest in the licensed pre 
mises. 

A man, named Lenatty, admitted respon 
sibility for the admission of the men, and 
for having sent them through the secret door. 

Miss Cullen said that she was a particular 
friend of the defendant, and was frequently 
In the place. ‘The secret door was there be- 
fore she was the licensee. 

To Mr. Clarke—When she was the licensee 
she had been before the court several times. 
She was fined £5 on one occasion. Mrs. Flood 
did not take over the premises to save the 
licence. | 

The Justice said that it was a painful ease, 
in which perjury was prominent. 

Mr. Clarke said that he was instructed by 
the Civie Guard authorities to say that this 
was the worst conducted house in the city, 
and it was impossible to give if proper super- 
vision, because of the devices resorted to, as 
was demonstrated by the secret door. 

Mr. (Cussen said that there were three 
summonses against Mrs. Flood. He found 
her guilty on the first count of selling drink 
during prohibited hours, and imposed a fine 
of £50 with a week to pay, or two months’ 
imprisonment in default, and for opening the 
premises he fined her 20s. and endorsed the 
licence. He would not fine her for making 
the internal communication to the tenement 
house, but would adjourn that count 
generally. 

He found that Michael Lenaliy aided and 
abetted, and fined him £10 or a month in 
default. Bridget Cullen, in his opinion, com- 
mitted perjury, and he fined her £25, with a 
week to pay, or two months in default. 

The men found on the premises were fined 
various sums up to 25s. 

Mr. Murnane (instructed by Messrs. Gerald

JOURNALIST’S ACTION FOR 


COPYRIGHT BREACH. 


(BEFORE MR. COLLINS, D.J.) 

Mr. J. DB. Hall, journalist, sued Messrs. 
Thomas Crosbie and Company, Ltd.. pro 
prietors of the Cork Kraminer. for intringe 
went of copyright, alleging that reports of 
trials in the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, 
which had been prepared by him, were pub- 
lished and utilised for private profit by the 
defendants in their newSpaper on various 
dates during June and July last, without his 
leave or consent. The sum claimed was £10. 

Mr. James Cawley (instructed by Mr. J. 
Vincent Brady) appeared for the plaintiff ; 
while Mr. Binchy (instructed by Messrs. 
Eugene Collins) defended. 

Mr. Cawley said the action was founded 
on Section 154 of the Industrial and Com 
mercial Property Protection Act, 1927. The 
plaintiff was reporting trials at the Circuit 
Criminal and Central Criminal Courts, and 
the policy adopted by the Cork Hzamimer 
was to “Há” or to take bodily from the 
Dublin evening papers the reports produced 
by the plaintiff. 

‘Counsel went on to say that when Mr. 
Hall saw that the report of the (ork 
Examiner was a reproduction of his own work 
he wrote stating that these Court reports 
were his, and that each day on which the 
reproduction of his reports was continued in 
the Cork Kaxaminer would add to the bill 
which would have to be paid te him. The 
defendants wrote refusing to pay the sum of 
£5 odd. which the plaintiff demanded, and 
denying liability in the matter. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, said that he was 
a free-lance journalist, and reported the 
trials for evening newspapers, as the result 
of a request forwarded to him hy letter or 
posteard. He mentioned that on a previous 
occasion a cheque had been sent to him by 
the defendants in response to a demand by 
him in respect of reports taken. | 

Cross-examined by Mr. Binchy, he said 
that his manuscript was given to the news- 
paper for which he did the + -»*. He was 
paid for the work which ly hais 

Answering further guest . the plaintiff 
said that he was certain that the newspaper 
whieh be represented in the Criminal Court 
would object to the Cork Lraminer sending 
a boy out with a penny for the evening 
paper for the purpose ot obtaining the re- 
port 
In bringing the action, Mr. Tall coritinued, 
he did so ov behalf of the profession which 
he represented. Reporters, he súd, had 
often been submerged, and were regarded as 
persons who could put up ¥ ith any amount 
of ineonvenience until people found out to 
the contrary.

CASE AGAINST A FORMER 
DIRECTOR. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

The hearing was resumed of the case m 
which John McKimm pleaded not guilty to 
twenty-one counts under which he was 
charged that, having intent to defraud, he 
omitted to enter several sums of money 
which he received on various dates between 
1626 and 1928 in the books oí Messrs. 
McKimm and Co., Ltd., of wittch he was a 
director. There were also charges of making 
false entries in respect of a sum of £20 and 
a credit of £58 10s., and of receiving and 
retaining sums of £17 17s. and £5. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
FE. J. Kelly (instructed. by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted; and Mr. Albert E. 
Wood, K.C., with whom was Mr. John 
Maguire (instructed by Mr. Michael Noyk, 
solicitor), defended. 

FACTORY IN SKERRIES. 

Mr. John MacCauley, secretary of Messrs 
McKimm and Co. until 1928, resumed his 
evidence. 

In reply to Mr. Wood, he said that he 
found the first discrepancies in the bcoks 
after McKimm left the firm. The faim 
allowed the defendant £250 as part of tin 
£300 which he had invested im it alter lie 


rival firm m Skerries. It was after thet that 
he swore informations against him, but it 
was not out of vindictiveness. 

In reply to further questions, the witness 
said that he had supplied shirts the property 
of the firm to a Mr. McDonogh, for which he 
received cash. It was a private transaction, 
and the shirts were charged up to the witness 
by the firm. 

Mr. Wood—Were there -not a nnmber of 
other people to whom you sold shirts the 
preperty of the firm?—Yes; there were 
several others. So long as I was selling 
gcods for the benefit of the firm I would not 
consider that a private transaction. 

ow often during the period of twelve 
months did you appear in the District Court 
against McKimm?—About ten times. 

And during that time McKimm_ was 
struggling along in his rival factory to yours 
in Skerries’—McKimm’s factory is not a 
rival to ours. i 

WARNED OF “ A SWINDLER.”’ 

Did not several girls leave your factory 
for McKimm’s ?—Yes. | 

Did you speak to any of the girls on the 
subject ?—Yes. 

Did you tell some of the girls that thev 
were going to work forathief and a swindler. 
and that McKimm would be in jail in three 
weeks ” 

The Witness—T said that they were going 
to work for a swindler. 

br put it to you, said Mr. Wood. “that 
vou swore your informations after McKimm 
had started his little factory and when your 
girls had left you?” | 

Agnes McNally stated that she was an 
employé of McKimm and Co, from 192 
until the name of the firm was changed. She 
was now a bookkeeper with the ‘‘ Skerries 
Manufacturing Company.” She identified the 
petty cash book for 1928, but had not the 
petty cash book for 1927, as Mr. McKimm 
had asked her for it, saving that it was his. 

Replying to Mr. Maguire, the witness said 
that Mr. MacCauley gave her a gold watch 
after the present prosecutions had started. 
She started as bookkeeper at 10s. per week. 

Mr. Hopkins, assistant secretary, Messrs. 
Crowe and Wilson, said that in October, 1927, 
his firm paid £166 to Messrs. John McKimm, 
from which they deducted £17 17s. ód. for 
good supplied to Mr. McKimm, and also dis 
count amounting to £7 Os. 6d. 

A CONTRA ACCOUNT. 

Thomas Johnston, assistant to Messrs. Kelly 
and Son, clothiers, Earl street, gave evidence 
of having sold articles of clothing to Mr. 
McKimm in 1928, and Miss Kelly, bookkeeper 
of the firm, stated that she paid sums ol 
money to Messrs. McKimm for goods sup- 
plied, and that deductions were made by 
way of contra account for articles supplied 
to Mr. McKimm., 

Philip Liddy, who was employed as 
assistant manager by John McKimm, Ltd., 
from September, 1926, to December, 1927, 
deposed that never, to his knowledge, had 
the defendant any stock of his own on the 
premises. 

Mr. MacCauley was recalled, and, in reply 
to Mr. Wood. said that he had no contra 
accoumts. Any articles which he purchased 
from the firm were charged up to him, and 
any articles which he purchased outside were 
paid by him by his own cheque. Mr. 
McKimm., as far as the witness knew, never 
lent, money to the firm, but he paid wages 
from time to {ime by his own cheque.
